The papers informed us thet Mr. 
Willis was prostrated by apoplexy, and 
have since communicated the intelligence 
that his systein has rallied, but probably 
has written his last poem. 
Hudson river, where he has resided for 
many years, and for the last twenty has 
been fighting disease, principally by out- 
door exercise on horse back. We have 
not seen him for many years, and his 
likeness taken, we think, with the friends 
of the poet Bryant, gives him the appear- 
ance of an invalid and of age. His ap- 
pearance, when he was a young man, and 
an inhabitant of Boston, was fresh, rosy 
and youthful, with a lively, pleasant ex- 
pression of countenance, and walking 
with an elastic footstep. In all proba- 
bility his literary career is ended, though 
he may live to make more contributions 
to literature. 

Mr. Willis has written and published a 
great deal, both in verse and prose, and 
his writings have been popular and re- 
munerative. He has been an editor a 
long while, commencing ata very early 
age. Atone time he edited a monthly 
magazine in Boston, in which he wrote 
sometimes a majority of the articles, 
showing a capacity for labor, and a talent 
to interest, quite remarkable. 
aditorship was a weekly paper, in which 
he was joint editor with his friend Gen. 
Morris. of New York, the famous song 
writer. Besides his volumes of poetry, 
he published his tour in Europe and some 
books of his selected prose essays. There 
must be in him materials for many more 
publications, should his health permit; 
but if he writes no more, he has written 
enough to entitle him to an honorary 
name among the poets and prose writers 
of America. No doubt his extraordina- 
ry facility of composition, has led him to 


take less pains and put forth less strength, | 


than he otherwise would have done: but, 
on the other hand, he has given us more 
of the natural flow of 
thrown of many gems of thought and ex- 
pression, that might not have seen the 
light had he not have sometimes been 
self-contident and wanting in caution.

WOT ROOMS. 
BY DR. J. WM. HANAFORD, 


It is unquestionably true that we suffer 
in health from too high a temperature in 
our rooms in the winter, especially while 


so many have the heat at a point at 
Which, in the summer, they would open 
the doors and raise the windows, Such 
heat is always oppressive and of course 
unfavorable to the health. It is well 
known that we feel more vigor, have 


more strength and activity in cool and 
cold weather, than during the hot season, 
When, instead of hurrying along at a 
rapid speed, as in the winter, we move 
slowly and sluggishly. Indeed, during 
the winter, the system becomes fortified, 
“lays in itsstock” of health and strength, 
so to speak, for the remainder of the 
year, The changes of the seasons and 
the return of the winter, are absolutely 
necessary, not only for the crops, the 
preparation of the soil, through certain 
influences that need not be specified in 
this connection, but for the promotion of 
our health, If cold weather, therefore is 
a necessary condition of health, itis folly 
and worse than folly to secure a higher 
temperature than summer heat in our 
rooms in winter, by artificial means. 
Such heat is necessarily enervating, to 
say nothing of its influence in parching 
the lips, the inflaming of the throat and 
lungs by breathing dry air, made so by 
such over heated rooms, especially when 
water is not kept on the stove, to gene- 
rate asteam to guard against this evil. 
This inflammation would soon disappear 
by lowering the temperature of the room 
and by breathing moist air, made so by 


the steam. The reason of this is obvi- 
ous. This dry air, as it passes along the 
surfaces to the lunes, dries and parches 


them, extracting their moisture, leaving 
them in this uncomfortable and danger- 


ous condition of inflammation and irri- 
tation, so prevalent during the cold 
weather, when the delicate, females in 
especial manner, are too much in the 
house, depriving theimselyes of the in- 
vigorating influences of pure, cool air,

We do not doubt but what the teacher 
did what others would havo done under 
similar circumstances, and that she felt 
assured that the children would be taken 
home and therefore no blame could be 
attached to her. But we opine that too 
much reliance was placed upon the 
thoughtless promise of the man, and that 
the blame rests almost entirely upon him 
in not carrying out his agreement in some 
way. If he could not have reached them 
with his team, he eculd have done as 
others were obliged to do afterwards, 

In our previous comments, Wwe gave 
our idea of the duty of the teachers at 
such a time in general terms, and re- 
marked that there was inexcusable neyii- 
gence in this case on the part of some 
one. We know that this feacher is faith- 
ful and conscientious in the discharge of 
her duties and is the last one who would

Titkh PURCHASE OF RAILROADS BY 
THE STATE.—The importance of having 
cheap and abundant means of trans- 
portation from the West to our great! 
Massachusetts seaport, Boston, has 
aroused attention to the importance of, 
the State’s taking possession of the 
Western and the Worcester railroads, 
as they have a right to do by law, and 
paying the stockholders a fair equivalent. 
Hearings before a committee of the! 
legislature appointed. for that purpose 
have been had, and the Ifon. Josiah 
Quincy, and BE. H. Derby, Esq., have been 
prominent among the men advocating the 
measure before the committee. 

This is a very important step to take, 
but it is one to which, we think, the 
people will be driven from the ne- 
the case. We need more 
rapid, more frequent, and cheaper com- 
munication with the West,in order to 
satisfy the demands of our people, and 
to sustain and increase our business with 
that section of the country. 

It is true, that the Western railroad 
company have responded, that they are 
willing to do something more to facilitate 
intercourse, and the Worcester company | 
reply, that they are doing every thing to 
accommodate freight, &c. Perhaps, they | 
have and will do more than they have | 
done, but in so great a matter, so vitally 
affecting us at the north, and in the su- 
perior advantages that New York and 
other States possess over us as things 
now are, it is obvious, that private com- 


cessities of 


panies can never make a full response to |* 


the measures required to advance our 
general prosperity. Railroad directors 
are men like other men, and when they 
come together and when they sit apart, 
they consider what will sustain them- 
selyes and be profitable, rather than what 
they could do by a great movement and | 
When the 
talk about building a double track comes 
up, they think of the high price of iron 
and Jabor now, and decide to postpone to 


expense to benefit the public, 


a more convenient opportunity. 

The stockholders want the directors to 
manage so as to pay good dividends, and 
ought not to be expected to look out for 
the interest of others to the exclusion of 
their own benefit. 

We have suffered very much already, 
by a delay in making provisions for the 
greatly increased business with the West, 
and though the track of the 
Western railroad,—single for a good 
part of the way,—has been well used, 
and immense loads have over it, 
neither the quantity of goods, nor the 
prices of transit, have been what they 
ought to have been, 

The State has been paying great sums 
of money for boring the Iloosick moun- 
tain, from which no very great advantage, 
even if successful in boring the tunnel,

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Liguip MANurES.—The saving and 
use of liquid manures is deserving ol 
more attention than it has hitherto re- 
ceived in this country. When cattle are 
kept in stalls through the winter, and es- 
pecially where soiling is practiced, and 
cows are keptin the stall through the 
year, the floor should be so arranged as 
to conduct the urine into troughs beneath 
it, Which will convey it into a reservoit 
in the cellar or outside the barn. This 
can be done at a very little expense. 
The accumulated urine may be pumped 
into a water cart, to which a sprinkler 
is uttached, similar to those used for 
watering the streets.

The present law is an 
insult to all our hotels, no matter whether 
they are bad.

Three fourths of the business men of the 
State are strongly in favor of a License 
law, one that public opinion will sustain 
will promote temperance and good ordet 
in society, not one that is supported by a 
false popularity, and always will create 
slander and hypocrisy in the communi- 
ty.
